iilhllate Hnrann Life. 


If, as seeing probable, the animal fear of 


men was Acquired and is not natural to 
their minds, it la not very clear bow the 
very early tribes of men, when the lap 
ger carnivorous animals were far mars 
numerous tbun now, escaped destruction 
and survived long enough to impress on 
the animal world tbe sense of fear by 
which man now dominates it. Regarded 
merely as a conflict between one class of 
animals and another, tbe result should 
not have been doubtful. 
Man ought to 


have disappeared from tho face of the 
earth, or, in an; case, to have retreated to 
remote strongholds in regions not fre- 
quented by the boasts. That he did not 
do so, but turned the tables on the better 
equipped offensive creature, la fair pre- 
sumptive evidence that original man 
never was on a level with tbe animals in 
Intelligence, but was equipped with the 
predominant brain power which has put 
him ahead In the race ever since. 


Primitive nan,literally speaking, "lived 


by his wits," for he could have owed his 
survival to little else. He was not/, for ex 
•niple, nearly so well equipped as the 
monkeys for pliysiual defense or flight, 
though their survival is not altogether 
easy to explain on purely physical grounds. 
Their power of uaing their arms and 
hands as • means of swinging rapidly 
from branch to branch gives th<mi an ad- 
vantage over all the tree climbing cats. 
Their habit ot throwing missiles Is also 
. very disconcerting to other animals, though 
this art is only practiced by certain uion 
keys. 


But their rapid and intelligent combina- 


tion for defense, menace and lookout duty 
has contributed quite ns much to their 
survival aa their speed and activity. In 
troplcnl America even tho monkeys are 
hartl put to It to escape tbe attacks of such 
active and formidable foes as the harpy 
eagle and tho ocelot. But it cannot be 
proved that even tbe most debased or 
physically weakest of mankind has ever 
been the "natural prey" of that "natural 
enemy" which, according to Sir Samuel 
Baker, Is the nightiivuro of nearly every 
species of noncarnivorons animal. 
Ihe causes which make exceptions to 


this rule are temporary and narrowly local 
Even the Greenlnnder and the Eskimo are 
the masters of tho polar bear, and prob- 
ably always have been, though little bet- 
ter armed than primitive man, and the 
pygmies of the Central African forests are 
mighty hunters 
It may even be that the 


neighborhood of fierce animals aided the 
early development of man, for the least 
developed races are largely found In such 
places as Tlerra del Fuego, where In the 
absence of savage beasts savage man had 
no Inducement to arm and equip himself 


Bat man has had an even more potent 


ally than his own ingenuity which from 
remote antiquity has invested him In tbe 
mind of tbe animal world with something 
of tbe supernatural. He Is ever accom- 
panied by the one element which the ani 
uial mind cannot create, cannot under- 
stand, stands 
in constant awe of and 


dreads by night, when its courage is great- 
est and that of man least steady. Fire, 
that pillar of cloud and Uame which pre- 
cedes not the aggregate humaa host, but 
the smallest fragment of the invading 
army, the constant and dreaded harbinger 
of human presence, springing up, aa the 
beaets must think, automatically from the 
earth wherever man rests his body, guard- 
ing him in sleeping and waking, always 
associated with his abode, has for ages ter- 
rified the beasts.—London Spectator,

An extension of the 


proponed route of the line from Quakcrlown 
to 1)03 lestown wivs filed in the Recorder's 
offioo here on Saturday. The minutes of the 
company provide for a road passing through 
Perkaxie, Silrerdale and Dublin. 
With this 


project already launched and a line in course 
of oonsUruotlon from Newtown and the Wil- 
low Grove road already la successful opera- 
tion the citizens of Doylestown, and in fact 
the citi/ens of the whole county, mny con- 
gratulnte themselves upon the progress that 
has alioady been made. 
So quickly has all 


this been accomplished that its significance 
is hardly realized, and the people have ac- 
cepted the improvements as a matter of fact, 
whereris greet demonstrations would have 
accompanied such achluvements in the past. 
With the three roads specified in operation 
it will not be long before the demand will be 
made for a line from Doylestown to some 
point on the river, and It would not be a 
surprise if the effort were made to secure 
communication with New Hope. The road 
from Nowlowu and the upper cud will mean 
a considerable saving to the taxpayers in the 
matter of mileage, probably one third, if not 
more. 


Speaking of the taxpayer suggests Hint 


there in an interesting newspaper fight going 
on at ilio county aeaf in which every citucn 
who contributes towards the settlement of 
the county's bills is interested. The Doy- 
lestown Intelligencer the other day address- 
ed a communication to the County Commis- 
sioner notifying the members of the Board 
that they would be expected to give out the 
public printing by contract during the en- 
suing year. In notifying the Commissioners 
of their duty the Intelligencer took occasion 
to pay its respects to the Doylestown lie- 
publican, referring to the fact that the lust 
Board of Commissioners had been obliged 
to refund $700 to the county for printing 
bills puid to the Republican, and which the 
latter paper had made good to the Commis- 
sioners. The Republican retaliated by call- 
ing the attention of the Commissioners to the 
fact that the county might save a large sum 
of money annually by running its own eloc- 
trio light plant as suggested by Judge Yerkes 
recently. The editor and some of the stock- 
holders of the Intelligencer are prominently 
connected with the company which furnishes 
the light, and for which the county now pays 
about $900 per year. The Republican charg- 
ed the Intelligencer with studiously avoid- 
ing the light question while discussing 
economy in public expenditures, and thus 
the mnlter stands. The company now fur- 
nishing the light pays a good dividend on 
fie capital invested, and to lose the patron- 
age of both county and borough would be a 
serioux matter. It is said that a large sav. 
ing could be effected by the county and bor- 
ough should they decide to operate their 
own plants. 


The Monument House, one of the leading 


hotels of the county and of Doylestown, 
changei! hands Mouday, when the license 
was transferred from Charles II. Heist to 
George W. Ott, of Buckingham. Ott pur 
chased the property some time ago, but the 
formal transfer was not effected until Mon- 
day. 
There wore several parlies anxious to 


buy the hotel, as it is regarded as an ex- 
tremely valuable property. 
While the sum 


paid for it has not been made public it is in- 
timated that the consideration was (38,000. 
It is safe to say that it was not much below 
that figure. The public will regret that 
Charles Heist is going out of th« business, 
as he was a very popular landlord, but Mr. 
Ott is also a genial host and has had consid- 
erable experience in the business, having 
been proprietor of the Ottoway House, at 
Centreville, for a number of years. He in- 
tends to make a number of improvements 
about the hotel and will no doubt conduct a 
first class inn. 


That the holiday season is at hand is evi- 


dent from the display of Christmas goods 
now decorating the windows and counters of 
loual merchants. There are several large es- 
Ublishmenls in Doylestown which make » 
very creditable display each year for a small 
town. The extent of the stock in one or 
more stores suggests the great changes that 
have taken place in this direction in com- 
paratively rectent years. Twenty or thirty 
years ago such stores would havn occupied a 
conspicuous place even in a fair sized city. 


The public schools will close for the week'a 


holiday and services will be held in the var- 
ious churches. 
Christmas is thus discerni- 


ble in the very atmosphere, and before an- 
other week passes the express company and 
poitoflice official?, as well as other carriers 
and individuals, will have all they can -at- 
tend to to meet the rush of business that al- 
ways precedes this greatest of the annual 
festival?.

HE of the fes- 


tivities popular 
at C h r i s t m a s 
timo are of greivt 
antiquity. 
The 


feast of Yule was 
held long before 
the time of King 
Solomon. To oar 
Gotho -Germauio 
ancestors living 
in the north of 
Europe it was the 
festival of 
the 


winter solstice, when the days begin to 
lengthen and to bint at coming spring. 
The Yule log, the drinking bowl or 
horn, the boar's head, tun holly, mistle- 
toe and evergreen were then symbols of 
material rather than spiritual truths. 


The American, Soaucliuaviaii, Gor- 


man and Englishman keep up the an- 
cient custom, while the Latin races seem 
to know nothing about it. They cele- 
brate New Year's day, and do it in the 
same fashion as we at Christmas. 


The Chinese and Japanese came cen- 


turies ago from Mongolia and Siberia, 
their early if not original home. Living 
in a laud whose winter brought snow 
and ice, they also noticed and rejoiced 
over tbe solstice and the retnrn of the 
sun. Their merriment took the form of 
eating, drinking and generous hospital- 
ity and developed into a great festival 
like our own. 
By degrees it was trans- 


ferred to their New Year's, where it 
still remains. 


Yet even today the astrologers notice 


the solstice in their almanacs, horo- 
scopes and tables, and in the last week 
of the month are two festivals, whoso 
nature is charmingly poetic. About 
Deo. 25 is tbat of the genius of the 
north (who is the evil spirit of ice and 
winter's privation) and about Deo, 39 is 
that of tbe angel of sunlight. In the 
same week is the day of Chang Sin, the 
tutelary deity of parenthood, to whom 
young married couples pray for healthy 
male issue. The first and second are the 
equivalents of Yule, the pre-Christian. 
Yule. The first contains an element of 
humor. The Mongolian is gladly bid- 
ding good by to tho cruel ice spirit. He 
docs not wish the latter to see his hilar- 
ity lest spiritual vengeance be aroused 
and a cold spell in March or April ruin 
the crops. So he puts little cupe of 
fragrant tea, plates of sliced boiled 
chicken and pieces of roasted spiced 
pork on a well carved table where tbe 
winter ghost can regale himself with 
comfort. But at tho same time, to pre- 
vent his invisible visitor playing aiiy 
pranks, John Chinaman pastes written 
talismans on tbe wall, burns joss sticks 
in groups of three at every point vulner- 
able to malicious goblins aud even fas- 
tecs a porcelain charm to his rooftree. 


When it comes to tbe festival of tbe 


angel of light, the observant traveler 
can see the spirit of Yale shine out in 
Chinese colors. In place of theTule 
log, there is a steaming pot of tea; for 
tbe boar's bead there is a young pig 
roasted; for the punch bowl and drink- 
ing born there is a wicker covered bottle 
or a graceful wine pitcher filled with 
some strange but aromatic stimulant. 
The mistletoe and holly are replaced by 
bouquets and garlands of artificial Sow- 
ers, and here and there are pots of 
blooming narcissi or even a rosebush. 


On the family altar, and nearly eveiy 


Chinaman, no matter bow poor, has his 
own altar, before which lie prays aud 
makes silent repentance, are burning 
ncense sticks, a bronze casket with 
smoldering sandalwood within, a light- 
ed candle and often a flaming votive 
candle, gay m scarlet and gold. At the 
temple a throng visits tbe angel's par- 
ticular shrine. Some explode firecrack- 
ers in her honor. Others ignite packs of 
loss sticks in gratitude for her favors 
;he past year aud in hope of their con- 
jinuance during the harvest to come. 
Then come those who ask the angel to 
je present at the funeral of a parent or 
child, tbe marriage of a son, tbe setting 
out on a journey, tbe bedside of a sick- 
room. 
After prayer the poor priests 


and servitors of tbe temple are remem- 
ber a 1 in a few small coins. A bundle 
of prayer-papers is burned in tbe great 
iron or bronze urn of the tflmple stairs, 
and (lie religions ceremony is over for 
the day. Tbe good man or woman goes 
borne content tbat tbe spirit of the 
north is disarmed and tbe aogel of light 
placated.

'Business, meals and health were of 


small account compared to a call to join 
the fire engine," this veteran says, with 
a retrospective sigh. "The night of my 
wedding there was a fire, but it came 
right in the middle of the marriage serv- 
ice and I bad to miss it. However, there 
was one early the next morning while 
we were eating breakfast, and I went. 
No bride was so exacting as to expect to 
keep her husband at her side when the 
fire department had use for him." 


There were no salaries in those days 


save those paid to chief engineers. Tbe 
firemen paid for the painting and deco- 
rating of their honored engines and for 
snob repairs as were needed from time 
to time. In the days before cities were 
divided into districts the volunteer 
firemen, added to active service on the 
field of the conflagration, frequently 
bad a good deal of preliminary exercise 
in the way of running before they dis- 
coveredvwhere their services were need 
ed.—Youth's Companion.

On this night the Chippewa 
tribe of the Algonquins will not shoot 
or trap any of these animals, believing 
that at such times the deer are falling 
on their knees and looking up in worship 
to Maniton, the Groat Spirit.

FEARFUL TORTURE TO WHICH CON- 


VICTS ARE LIABLE. 


The Story of the Morcllc»*lr tlrnlnl 


Knont a* Told by a Ilumilnn SHI— 
Ceon—The WorHt Criminal! Choxcii 
to Wield the Laclt. 


Passing along n gloomy passage of the 


Alexander prison, whose walls nro oover- 
txl with black moUUness and rook with 
110 strong Boont of pine oooes strewing on 
he floor, wo find at tho oml of tlie oorrl- 
lor olmlrt, anil tublos for the authorities 


ho witmois tho Infliction of the punish- 


ments. Among the officials are a lawyer, 
,he chief of tho prison and the Burgeon, 
and a Httlo way off IB placed tho "block" 
if threatening aspect, behind which stands, 
tho wloldor of the knout, who awaits his' 
victims with a curious look. Hie garb is 
nppaiontly Intended to make tho situation 
111 the more Impressive. Ho wears a tall 
white hood covering, soft felt ahoos, a 
iloodrcd shirt with Its alcoves turned up, 
HD(1 ho carries the knout in his hand. 
Along the one wall stands a row of con- 
victs with smoothly shaved bonds, and 


ing thorn is a long Hue of warders arm 


od with loaded revolvers in tho hand. Tho 
Etlllncfis, as of tho gravo, which stamps 
all present, is broken from time to tlmo 
ly the rattling of the handcuffs and tho 
eg fetters and by a furtive cough or tho 
rustling of tho papers upon the table of 
iho prison governor. 


"Who will bo tho next?" Is tho question 


thnt is all too clearly to be read upon tho 
deathlike features of tho "arrestants." 


Sklorov" is called out by tho governor 


in a quiet, restrained voice. Sidorov steps 
unsteadily and with an Increasing totter 
and rattling of his chains out of the line 
of gray, long felt coats. I note his lips 
growing pale and tho fear in his widely 
opened eyes, as though he wore a hunted 
wild beast. 


Lio down I" is tho command, nastily 


making tho sign of tho cross on his breast, 
Sidorov llos down at length on tho bench 
and throws each arm around It. He is 
then bound by leather thonga to tho 
bench, aud his hands are tied together be- 
neath it. 


How many?" asks tho warder charged 


with counting tho strokes. 


"Sixty," is tho quiet answer of the gov- 


ernor. 


Look out," or "Pull yourself togeth- 


er," 
forms the general remark of $ho 


knout wielder, and tho next moment tho 
blows are raining in fearful thuds upon 
tho bare back of Sidorov, who utters heart 
piercing shrieks. 
One, two, three—tho 


waidor calls aloud tho tale of tho Btrlpos, 
meryonoof which hisses and loaves its 
mark on the oulprit. The cry that at flrst 
followed every stroke has gradually be- 
come an unbroken howl and roar, and 
readers must havo strong nerves if they 
can picture further all tho hldoouenesi of 
this diabolical fo.<f i ot punishment. 


This sort o( onstigatlon is inflicted upon 


convicts whenever it is ordained by tho 
Jaw or by tho police and local authorities. 
Tho dispenser of blows is always a fellow 
taken from tho prisoners themselves, and 
in his hands tho fate of tho delinquent 
may be said literally to lie. Tho knout 
consists of a thick wooden stick, to which 
is fastened a strongly plaited lash, about 
80 Inches long and 2 inches wide, and this 
thong is out so as to form three lashes nt 
its end. A convict who retains tho small- 
est degree of human fooling can never bo 
induced to undertake this office, and thus 
only the most reprobate and hardened 
criminals 9x0 ohoson for the droad work. 
To these inhuman creatures the courts of 
llussla intrust human life. It is In tholr 
power to inflict only light punishment 
upon tho condemned, to make him a crip- 
ple for tho rust of his days or to Bond him 
to his grave on tho spot, and yet tho offi- 
cials never doom it necessary to put any 
restraint on these Doggers. The experi- 
enced floggers are really skilled at their 
work. I£ they wish to show any mercy to 
tho delinquent, they rain blows on his 
body with tho middle part of tho whip, 
while the cruel tips of H fall beyond tho 
prisoner and on the bench, but if no 
mercy Is to bo given, then tho knout is 
made to do its fell purpose 
In tho hands 


of n skilled (logger the motions of tho 
knout are so quick that they can scarcely 
bo rightly followed by an inexperienced 
observer. In either case the prisoner nat- 
urally howls, but tho difference In tho re- 
sult is very marked. The lightened form 
of punishment can bo bought, and woo to 
him who Is cot able to propitiate the 
(logger. 


Tho courts generally condemn to flog- 


ging confirmed criminals, fugitives from 
Siberia and vagabonds, many of whom 
have received altogether from 600 to COO 
blows. An old Siberian tramp finished 
his curriculum vitao with tho following 
words, "1 havo received all told 1,400 
stripes of tho birch rod, 000 blows from 
tho knout and numberless thrashings by 
sticks." As is to bo expected, the statis- 
tics of the Siberian prisons show the fu- 
tility of those punishments as corrective 
measures 
In proportion as tho punish- 


montB Increase in number and cruelty so 
tho r lapses and backslldings into crime 
Increase. Nostalgia, or Intensified homo- 
Eiokness, is curiously strong in tho in- 
niatos of tboSiuerlan prison's and will not 
bo repressed by tho most crual system of 
Whipping. 
Hitherto we havo doalt only with the 


knout, which is the rarer form of punish- 
ment and must be ordered by a court of 
low. The usual corporal punishment by 
moans of rods and sticks is somewhat dif- 
ferent, for they form the alpha and oniegn 
of tho corrective measures in use in Si- 
berian prisons. This form of punishment 
is regnnlod rather as a bagatelle, and yet 
its effects are much worse than those of 
tho knout, for It Is meted out to all in the 
same measure. It needs not to be ordain • 
od by a court of law, and tho victim un- 
dergoes no previous medical examination 
as to his fitness to bear the punishment 
Every governor ot prisons can Rive Sd and 
every district governor 100 of these blown 
at their solo discretion. It is tho naked 
truth that oven criminals when grievously 
111 do not esoapo this punishment. A fe- 
male prisoner In tho district of Korsakov 
was whipped to such an extent that she 
fell down dead. 
That tho governors of Siberian prisons 


arc not all monsters, but that there are in 
exceptional cases kindly hearted men, is 
seen in tho case of Sipjagln, tho former 
director of tho prison at Irkutsk. 
He 


went £0 far in his dauntless reforms as to 
entirely abolish punishment by whipping. 
And what was the resultf 
Tho prison 


discipline improved astonishingly, trans- 
gressions and crimes almost ceased to be 
the order of tho day, and attempts to es- 
cape became a thing of the past.—Vratsch, 
a St. Petersburg Medical Weekly.

CHRISTMAS GREENS. 


How Hollj ana Mlntletoe C«me Into 


Cue. 


A Christinas without its (rreena would 


be like a winter without sncw or a wed- 
ding wlthou 6 bells. The popular custom 
of decorating our homes with evergreens 
and holly each Ohrlstmqstide has come 
down through the long centuries ont of 
the twilight shadows of early Roman 
mythology hallowed with pootlo associa- 
tions. 
At the annual approach-of the 


saturnalia, the Banian feast and revel in 
honor of Saturn, It was the habit of the 
people of Bomo to droas their temples and 
dwellings with green boughs. 
To the 


Bomans tbcTO greens wore merely the em- 
blem of tho returning life and foliage of 
the spring, to which the children of sun 
clad Italy looked forward with a certain 
southern reHtfuhmns 
The same practice, 


though part iklngof ainororoliglous char- 
acter, Diluted among thc Celtic Druids, 
the holly anil tho mistletoe being regarded 
as possessing certain sacred and magical 
virtues. It was also an old Druidlo tradi- 
tion tuat the cross had been made of the 
wood of tho mistletoe, which originally 
was a forest tree. After the crucifixion, 
they said, It was blasted and condemned 
to exist only as a stunted parasite. The 
present Anf,'lo Snxon regard for the mis- 
tletoe undoubtedly is a vestigial remnant 
of that old pagan superstition. 


It IB one of tho little ironies of history, 


however, that tbe Viscum album of tbe 
staid old Druids should evolve into our 
modern mist letoe and bo looked upon as 
the authorized enoouragcr of the undlg-

nlflod oscillatory art As for holly, on the 
other hand, Pliny tells how tho Romans 
endowed It with supernatural powers, 
planting It near their dwellings that they 
might not bn struck by lightning, and the 
Lntin writer, Lonicerus, said it was vary 
good for a stitch in the side. 


The steadily increasing demand for 


those Christmas greens has given birth 
to a now industry of no insignificant 
proportions 
Some idea of tho quantity 


of mistletoe that is made use of each Christ- 
mas may bo judged by tho fact that a 
groat city HKe London or New York im- 
ports over 100 tons each Yulotide. 
But 


tho mystic mistletoe which we hang on 
our own chandeliers and under which we 
essay tho moit nudncloiiB labial exercises is 
really cousin to the European species and 
is known to the botanist and florist as 
Phorodondron (ln\ CROCUS 
It is smaller, 


both In berry and loaf, than tho English 
plant, but one can Kiss just as many girls 
under it as ono can under tho genuine Eu- 
ropean article 


American mlstlotoo is found in great 


quantities in Now Jersey and southward 
through the Carolmas, in New Mexico and 
In tho Indian Territory. Here it is gath- 
ered, packed in crates or barrels and ship- 
ped to tho distributing agencies in the 
larger cities Tho English mistletoe, how- 
ever, on account of its pearly white ber- 
ries and its larger leaves, is more sought 
after, and great quantities are shipped In 
cratus each v. inter from Liverpool. "The 
price it brings in American markets by 
the pound Ifc usually from 25 to 30 cents. 


Most of the holly used in Amerlon at 


Christmas comes from Maryland, Virginia 
and tho neighboring southern etates 
A 


certain amount of English holly is import 
ed, but thc shipments of this glossy leafed 
plant across the honing pond are annual- 
ly decreasing. The American holly will 
sometimes grown to a height of 40 feet. 
Asench year holly enters more and more 
Into dccorathe designs (or Christmas both 
In the chnroli and the household, the im- 
mense quantity that Is shipped north each 
winter from tho temperate southern states 
has given birth to a new and important 
industry. 1 he increased demand for mis 
tlotoo also has led to tho artificial propa- 
gation of that sticky seeded parasite. Cul- 
tivators of tho plant make n V shaped in- 
cision In the bark of ordinary fruit trees 
or in that of maple, poplar or basswood 
and insert the seeds in the cavity. As the 
mistletoe is a true parasite, living on the 
sap of other trees, in a few weeks the plant 
begins its growth 
Its berrlag,are about 


the size of currants, white aud translucent 
and filled with a viscid juice which serves 
the purpose of attaching the seed to the 
branches or bark of trees during the proc- 
ess of germination.
